"Not Guilty" was the verdict which 


was read by the clerk of courts in 
the Common Pleas court room at 5 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon in the Ada 
Davis murder trial which has been 
occupying the attention of the court 
since one week ago Monday. The 
court room, which had grown death- 
ly silent while the envelope contain- 
ing the fate of the defendant was be- 
ing opened, burst out in a perfect 
bedlamr round after 
round of ap- 


plause greeting 
the 
words of the 


clerk as the verdict was read. 


This verdict 
was ,reached 
after 


nearly five hours of deliberation. All 


" this time a' large crowd remained in 


the court room, expecting every mo- 
ment that the verdict would be re- 
turned. 
Sheriff Redman did not re- 


turn the prisoner to the court room 
after the noon recess but left her in 
the county jail, where she could rest. 
As soon as the jury announced that 
the verdict was ready to be submitted 
to the court the Sheriff went to the 
jail to bring the prisoner in.. 


The word soon 
spread on 
the^ 


streets that the verdict was about to 
be delivered and the corridors around 
the court room were packed so that 
Sheriff Redman 
with the 
prisoner 


could scarcely gain an entrance to 
the room-. --

Miss Davis was visibly affected by 


the verdict when it was announced, 
and wept with joy. Friends who of- 
fered no consolation during the six 
long days she battled for her life, now 
beseiged the small space In front of 
the judge's bench and congratulated 
her on beins freed from the terrible 
charge 
brought 
against her. 
Her 


counsel, Mr. B. G. Smythe, who put 
up such a successful fight in the case, 
was also showered with congratula- 
tions over the result of the jury's de- 
liberation. 


The court formally discharged the 


jury and ordered the prisoner 
re- 


leased from, custody. 
She went at 


once to the home of her parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Eli Davis of Jackson street, 
where she will no reside. Her fath- 
er and mother have been in constant 
attendance at the trial, and during 
the progress of the case sat 
beside 


the prisoner and her counsel near the 
judge's bench. 


Attorney Smythe in speaking of the 


demonstration in the court room 
-when the verdict was read, said: "It 
was the greatest demonstration in a 
case of this kind that I ever witness- 
ed. Miss Davis had public sentiment 
in her favor during the entire trial." 


Ada Davis was tried for the murder 


of her lover John gammond. a bar- 
tender whose wife committed suicide 
in 
ZanesvilNS. 
Hammond's dying 


statement accused 
the 
woman of 


shooting him. Miss Davis on the 
stand testified that the pistol went off 
during a struggle for its possession. 
The evidence showed that he struck 
her repeatedly. 


By special request of the defendant s 


counsel. B. G. Smythe. the court in- 
serted this paragraph in his charge to 
the jury: 


"If the jury is -satisfied beyond a 


reasonable doubt that the defendant 
phot Hammond, and they also find 
that the defendant at the time was 
upon her own premises in the lawful

the nearest and most accessible point 
both, by trolley and steam roads, may 
be the place chosen though, of course, 
the selection of the county in which 
tbe cases would be sent rests wholly 
with the court. It is net known that 
a change of venue will be granted, but 
the cases were taken to Mt. Vernon 
from the Licking county court at the 
defendants' request and this request 
may-bev granted again.

The second error urged was that 


of the court overruling the defend- 
ants' motions to direct verdicts for 
them. This the Circuit court did not 
allow. 


The next error alleged was that of 


misconduct on the part of the state's 
j attorneys. At this point Judge Tag- 
1 gart read at some length parts of the 
transcripts in which the stenograph- 
er had noted the bitter arguments be- 
tween attorneys representing each of 
the parties while the examination of 
witnesses was in progress and whije 
arguments were being made to the 
jury by the state's attorneys.

St. Petersburg, Dec. 20.—Russia ap- 


parently is on the eve ot a great it 
not a final struggle for mastery be- 
tween the -government and the pro- 
letariat. Both sidei. have lined up for 
battle. 


A call for a general poliical strike 


to begin Thursday noon has been is- 
sued. The call is approved by tbe 
union of unions, the union of peas- 
ants, the genera] railway union and 
the councils bf workmen of St Peters- 
burg and Moscow. A response re- 
ceived from -the railroad men of Mos- 
cow is unanimous for a strike. The 
leaders have' declared tneir ability to 
stop every railroad in Russia. 


The strike order renders every 


memberof the unions signing it liable 
to arrest and punishment under the 
new strike law, and Minister ot the 
Interior Durnovo attempted to tele- 
graph orders to Moscow to arrest 
members of the railway union anr) of 
the workmen's council, but the dis- 
patches were held up by the railroad 
telegraphers. * 


Collisions between the reds and the 


loyalists are momentarily expected, 
but none has'.been reported up to this 
hour. A big loyalist demonstration 
had been plSnneci. but it was aban- 
doned at the,'request of tbe prefect of 
police, who believed that it might pro- 
voke bloodshed. 


Troops Patrol Capital. 


Batteries of machine guns are sta- 


tioned at several points of vantage 
throughout the city and patrols or in- 
fantry and Cossacks arc everywhere 
A specially heavy guard is stationed 
in the neighborhood of the Jewish 
market Services were held in all the 
churches, and In every barracks the 
emperor's order for an increase of 
pay and of food was read to the 
troops. 


A committtsc'"representing the Mos- 


cow bourse arrived bete to implore 
Count Witte to do something to ward 
oft the blow of a general strike and 
also to settle the post and telegraph 
strike immediately, as the only means 
of preventing financial riwn. The com- 
mittee painted the outlook in black 
colors 
It told the premier that al- 


ready there had been thousands of 
small bankruptcies in the provinces, 
that-the paper of many firms was 
going to protest and that large con- 
cerns were hanging by a thread. It 
said that while one week of the gen- 
eral strike would beggar the prole- 
tariat, it also would spell the ruiu of 
countless industries. 


A dispatch from Moscow says that 


the apothecaries have entered on 
their third strike, and that the asso- 
ciation of pharmacists has organized 
a service to supply the people with 
medicines. 
The pharmacists, how- 


ever, threaten a strike on their own 
account should the slightest repres- 
sive measures be adopted against the 
striking 
apothecaries. 
Dispatches 


from the border towns indicate that a 
stream of fugitives continues to cross 
the frontier. Eydtkuhnen, in East 
Prussia, has more Russian refugees 
waiting for transportation than the 
little town can accommodate. 


Manifesto of League of Leagues. 
The league of leagues in expressing 


its approval of an immediate and gen- 
eral strike has issued a manifesto ac- 
cusing the government of the perpe- 
tration of fresh crimes in arresting 
members o£ the peasants' congress, of 
the postal and telegraph union and of 
the council of workmen's delegates; 
in suspending progressive newspa- 
pers, in promulgating laws destroying 
the bases of civil liberty and in men- 
acing the rights of the people which 
were obtained after a long struggle 
and which have been affirmed by the 
emperor's manifesto. The league de- 
clares that a continuance of tbe power 
of the present government is a danger 
to the country 
Its manifesto says 


that the government is proioking a 
conflict which :=; forr-ing the revolu- 
tionary ciovenvnt farther alor.^ tbe 
fatal pa'b. co^f'u'ling with a declara- 
tion of the y.-ih'arity of the workmen.

The Inhabitants 


thus found themselves between two 
fires. 
The citizens then arranged to 


flee from the town to the protection 
of the soldiers. 
In the gloom the 


soldiers mistook the crowds approach- 
ing for revolutionists and imagined 
that a charge was being made. They 
fired into the throng of panic strick- 
en refugees, killing COO men, women 
and children. The revolutionists with- 
in the town massacred 400 others.

county, Ohio. 


February 19, 1846, and after prelimi- 
nary education in the common schools, 
pursued his tudies in literature and 
divinity at St. Mary's Seminary, Cm 
cinnati, and was ordained to 
the 


priesthood in Columbus on Deo^mber 
25. 1SGS. He was then appointed by 
B'shop Rosencrans as an assistant at 
St. Patricks, where he remained until 
1S72. when he was chosen president 
of St. Aloysius Seminary of which 
place he was in charge for five years. 
In 1876. he returned to Columbus, as 
pastor of St Patrick's church.

BEAUTIFUL GIRL 


ENDS HER LIFE 


MISS GLADYS JKEYES OF DRES- 


DEN TAKES DOSE OF 


ARSENIC. 


Keeps It Secret From Parents Till a 


Doctor Arrives—Cause of Sui- 


cide Unknown. 


One of the saddest deaths that has 


occurred in Dresden for many years 
was that of Miss Gladys Keyes, 18, a 
daughter of Samuel Keyes, who died 
Tuesday evening at 9 o'clock from the 
effects of arsenic poisoning, self ad- 
ministered. Miss Keyes had been in 
the best of health and her parents and 
friends are at a loss as to the reason 
for her taking her life. 


Just at what time the poison was 


taken is not known, but it is thought 
to have been about 6 o'clock Monday 
evening, as she left her home near that 
time and called 
on some 
friends, 


where her actions were noticed 
as 


rather strange, but in spite of this she 
was very cheerful, and after talking 
for some time she left her friends. 


About 7:30 Miss Keyes called on 


Dr. J. Iden, where she told of taking 
the arsenic and asked for something 
to counteract the 
effects. Dr. Iden 


immediately gave her an antidote and 
atter staying about an hour she start- 
ed for her home which she reached 
about 9 o'clock. Dr. Iden 
did 
not 


think the case a serious one at the 
time the young woman was in his of- 
fice, but soon after she left he became 
worried and went to her home where 
he found Miss Keyes very ill and in- 
formed her paarents of what she had 
done. All the remainder of the night 
the doctor worked to save the life of 
his patient. Tuesday morning she was 
much improved. 


She continued to improve up until 


near noon, when there was a sudden 
turn for the worse. 


Although conscious from the time 


the poison was taken until a short 
time before her death, Miss Keyes did 
not state the reason for taking the ar- 
senic. She was very sorry that she 
had done it and implored the doctor to 
save her life if possible. 


She was one of Dresden's most beau- 


tiful and accomplished young women.

RATE BILL 


Introduced 
by 
Senator 
Dolliver. 


Its Features. 


Washington, Dec. 20.—Senator Dol- 


liver introduced a bill designed to 
simplify the railroad-regulating meas- 
ure proposed by the interstate com- 
merce commission. It authorizes the 
commission to fix and enforce a maxi- 
mum and reasonable rate, to go into 
effect 30 days after notice. The court 
procedure of the commission's bill is 
eliminated and railroads are left free 
to follow their constitutional remedies 
in the court. The commission Is in- 
creased to seven members at a salary 
of $10,000 each. .-It had not been the 
intention of the senator to introduce 
the measure until after the'holidays, 
but it was agreed at a conference at 
the White House, participated in by 
the president, Senator Dolliver, Sec- 
retary of State _Root, Attorney Gen- 
eral Moody, and Judge S. H. Cowan of 
Fort Worth, Tex., that it would be 
more effective to have the measure 
referred to the senata committee oc 
interstate commerce immediately.
